2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1-5, 7-12, and 14-26 lack novelty under PCX Article 33(2) as being anticipated by WO 02/102973. 
WO 02/102973 discloses use of antibody or antibody fragment against FGR3 to treat psoriasis wherein psoriasis is 
defined in claim 12 as an autoirnmune disease encompassed by claim 1 (see claim 29 and pages 6-9). WO 02/10293 
discloses the and" bodies/antibody fragments recited in die claims (see Table la and pages 17-22). The intended use for 
the medicament preparation recited in die claims carries no patentable weight. 



Claims 1-5, and 7-12 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over WO 02/102973 in view of 
Baecklund et al. 

WO 02/102973 discloses use of andbody or antibody fragment against FGR3 to treat psoriasis wherein psoriasis is 
defined in claim 12 as an autoimmune disease encompassed by claim 1 (see claim 29 and pages 6-9). WO 02/10293 
discloses/the antibodies/antibody fragments recited in the claims (see Table la and pages 17-22). The intended use tor 
the medicament preparation recited in die claims carries no patentable weight. WO 02/102973 discloses diat die claimed 
method can be use to treat lymphoma (see page 29). WO 02/102973 does not teach treatment of RA. Baecklund et al. 
disclose diat RA patients frequently develop lymphoma. It would have been prima tacie obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art at the time die invention was made to have created the claimed invention because WO 02/102973 discloses 
that die claimed method can be use to treat lymphoma and Baecklund et al. disclose that RA patients frequendy develop 
lymphoma. Therefore, the claimed method would have been used to treat lymphoma positive RA patients. 

Claims 1-5, and 7- 12 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter 
claimed can be made or used in industry. 
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
